Check out "Official and Confidential; The Secret Life of J. Edgar Hoover" 
by Anthony Summers (yep, this is the one that talks about Hoover wearing 
dresses along with a 5 O'clock Shadow! <<grin>>). 


On 13 June 1942 a German sub surfaced off Amagansett, L.I. and dropped a 
bunch of saboteurs and thier equipment. The landing was spotted by a lone 
Coast Guardsman patrolling the beach. The commandos dealt with this minor 
setback by bribing the Coastie; they shoved a wad of cash into his hand to 
keep him quiet and boogied off into the darkness! 


Hoover only got involved because the leader of the expedition, one George 
Dasch, had become disenchanted with Nazi Germany during his training as a 
commando. As soon as he got ashore, he immediately called the FBI. 


Hoover held a press conference announcing the capture of this bunch, plus a 
group that had been landed in Florida.

Secretary of War Stimson was furious over Hoover's grandstanding on the 
case; it seems that military intelligence was in on it all, and they'd 
wanted to wait for the arrival of a SECOND load of submarine delivered 
commandos that were due in a couple of weeks, and scoop up the whole bunch. 


Hoover, meanwhile, tried to get Congress to award him the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for the exploit. That fell flat on it's face.

These materials were allowed for use in the past because 
knowledge of their harmful properties was not yet available. It is now, 
and minimizing the danger associated with them is far worse than being 
overprotective. 


Beryllia (beryllium oxide) is an exceptionally toxic material to certain 
people. I had an engineer at National Beryllia tell me that they had old 
workers whose lungs were filled with the stuff. And they also had people 
to die with less than one day's exposure too (in the 1940's). They now 
know the dangers and protect everyone's respiration. 


Beryllia is not generally used in vacuum tube manufacturing excep where 
conduction cooling is needed. Thus the 4CS250R with its thermal link does 
contain beryllia. A 4CX250R with air cooling does not. 


Beryllia is still used in many high-power RF and microwave transistors, and 
in some conduction cooled ham gear (like the Heathkit amp of a few years 
back). Beryllia thermal links were used in several commercial VHF 
amplifiers too. In many areas, boron nitride is being used to replace 
beryllia as a thermal link. It is a much safer material.

Is there any easy way for us laypeople to determine whether a 
particular hunk of ceramic might contain BeO? While I don't like to be 
blase about things that might kill me in an unpleasant fashion, I 
don't wan't to run away screaming whenever I see oven-baked dirt, 
either... 


VVVV WV 


When I (and I hope you) work in dagerous situations (like with high 
voltage), I think about each and every move before I make it. There is, I 
think, a little angel on my shoulder whispering into my ear, "don't be 
tempted by expediency, you could end up paying the Devil!". I've often 
caught glimpses of the Devil in my radio shack and it's not a comforting 
sight. 


There is no "easy way" to determine for certain if something is made of 
beryllia. You can't tell if the hard, white material is alumina (aluminum 
oxide, unglazed ceramic, steatite, etc.) or beryllia just by looking at it. 

But you can be aware of where you might encounter it and take precautions 
with the hard white materials that you may encounter. First, it is not 
toxic just sitting there doing its job. IT IS TOXIC IF YOU INGEST IT OR 
BREATH DUST FROM GRINDING IT. So listen to the good angel, don't do 
something stupid. Ask questions (we have some well informed people on this 
List). I hope this helps you to form a wokable attitude.

In 
the early 60's Philco thru the Tech Rep progran installed these at Junior 
Colleges and technical schools all over the country. The Junior College I 
attended had one along with a complete set of instruments in the electronics 
lab. The tester is a quality instrument and will accurately test all but 
the latest sweep tubes. For example it did not have chart for the 12JB6 so 
I used the 6JB6 and set the voltage to 12.6V and it checked perfectly. 


There are many surfacing and I saw another at a hamfest last fall. Often 
they come with an extra chart so ask for it when you buy it..often the 
seller does not know it comes with the Philco as it says Hickok. 


Normal price is $50 fair to $75 in good shape. Comes in a wooden case with 
top cover and carrying handle.

On ID'ing BeO--Barry 0. may have some notions. What I have seen of the 
stuff looks just like any other white ceramic material used in making 
radio parts. 

However, it *is*x nasty stuff, and costs more than the regular kind; so 
you usually will xnot* see it in tubes, etc. unless it was needed, and 


that means conduction-cooled applications. That's the big deal about 
BeO, it's a very good conductor of heat as ceramic goes. 

If the suspect device has ceramic surfaces clamped to a heatsink, or is 
a high-power widget lacking in the usual cooling fins or water jacket, 
it's a fair guess it's BeO. If you're not sure, call the maker; Varian, 
Eimac/CPI/Triton or whoever they are now, Thomson, Penta Labs and Burle 
are all findable and I believe most of them are on the Web. 

The big "chip" resistors in one of the rigs at work would be a real 
fooler. Without anything to tell you what they are, they'd be difficult 
even to ID as resistors! But I've never seen anything like ‘em offered at 
hamfests; they're a thick square slab of ceramic (maybe a bit over 1" 
square) with tab terminals. 

Power transistors with BeO cases are another not-this-list thing, but 
like tubes, the outfit that made 'em knows what they are--and has a fine 
legal staff with a keen understanding of liability who will go out of 
their way to ensure that xyoux know what you've got, too.

Hello All... 


I really appreciate the many responses of help and advice that I got on 
this HX-50 transmitter problem. 


The consensus of Ed k4pf, Jim Garland w8zr, Brian Harris, Bobbi kb9gkx, 
Scott Robinson, Paul w9meh, Dave k4jrb, Arden Allen kb6nax, Roy Morgan, and 
Bruce ab7yd is that the most likely problem is that something is 
oscillating -- most likely the 3Mc bandpass amplifier or the first mixer 
stage -- that shouldn't be. Apparently a classic case of parasitic 
oscillation which I have read about years ago but never before encountered. 


I apparently have xalmost*x corrected this interesting (to me at least) 
problem by: 


(a) I replaced the (mostly) 0.01uF disk bypass capacitors (from 
‘somewhere’ to ground) in the two stages -- one at a time -- with 0.02uF 
caps. This had no effect at all -- still RF Drive had no effect and the PA 
Cathode plate current still pegged. 


(b) Added a 100-ohm resistor in series with the control grid of both 
sections (3Mc bandpass amplifier and first mixer). The only effect was to 
cause me to have to readjust the resting current for the PA -- it dropped 
off by about 20%. PA current still pegged. 


(c) Ed, k4p£ suggested, as a last ditch ‘brute force' effort, to insert a 
22K resistor in series with a .001uF capacitor to ground from the plate of 
the bandpass amplifier -- connecting my ‘scope to this point caused the 
transmitter to correctly operate. Well -- I did that and the results were 
dramatic -- the thing works perfectly -- RF Drive now has effect and the PA 
current is no longer pegged. (Thanks Ed!). 


A couple of Questions: 


(1) I assume that the 0.001uF capacitor is bleeding off the vhf 
parasitic stuff to ground and is not bothering the lower frequency good hf 
which makes sense to me -- but what's the purpose of the 22K resistor? I 
can look at it as an RC circuit that is tuned more or less to vhf or I can 
look at it as simply a low-impedance path to ground for the vhf stuff with 
a current limiting resistor for some reason. Which (if either) is the 
correct interpretation? 


(2) 160M - 20M (this HX-50 has the 160M option installed) now seem to 
work perfectly but 15, 11, and 10 now have no output at all (they worked 
(well sort of if you discount the parasitic) before). Am I probably correct 
that the 0.001/22K RC to ground is possibly bleeding off the higher 
frequency 'good' hf along with all that nasty vhf parasitic stuff -- and 
that I should lower the 0.001uF to, oh say, ©.0005uF or whatever to move 
the low impedance point higher in frequency? Does this make sense? 


(3) Now that the transmitter appears to be (almost) working correctly, 
how do I xreally knowx that the parasitic vhf stuff is xreally really* gone 
without a spectrum analyzer -- this business of assuming it is not there 
simply because the PA currents read OK bothers me a bit -- is there some 
direct way to assure yourself that you don't have simply a diminished case 
of the 'parasitic nasties’ rather than a clean rig. 


I finally got to bed this morning at 0100 -- back up at 0500 (yuck) -- two 
nights in a row -- but it has been fun tracing this thing down.

Mark Blair asked: 
>Is there any easy way for us laypeople to determine whether a 
>particular hunk of ceramic might contain BeO? 


As has been noted earlier, beryllia is not a very common material EXCEPT 
where it is needed as an electrical insulator and thermal link. This is 
also the key to identifying it. It conducts heat better than aluminum over 
most of its temperature range. Ordinary ceramics are thermal insulators. 
If you heat one end (being careful not to rapidly overheat and shatter it), 
and the other end heats as if it were metal, you likely have beryllia. 


With the exception of conduction-cooled power tubes, beryllia is seldom 
found in vacuum tube equipment. However, high power RF transistors often 
use beryllia, and most recently the far less dangerous boron nitride. 
Handling a solid slab is not dangerous. But if it is dropped or broken by 
overtightening clamps, the dust is quite hazardous.
